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Judge Cox to 
consider radioactive 


waste order Oct. 9

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Kevin 
Cox adjourned the Sept. 26 show-cause 
hearing on his temporary restraining order 
to stop the delivery of radioactive waste to 
a Van Buren Township landfill until Oct. 9 
for a motion hearing. A status conference 
was set for Dec. 16. 

The restraining order refers only to 
the new projects near Niagara Falls and 
Cleveland and the delivery of waste from 
the Luckey, Ohio site, now underway, was 
allowed to continue. 

The waste from the World War II 
Manhattan project was due to start arriving 
Sept. 25, via a route from Niagara Falls, 
New York, through Canada to the Blue 
Water Bridge and then to Van Buren 
Township. 

The defendant, Wayne Disposal, Inc., had 
until Sept. 24 to file a response. 

Listed on the complaint by Canton 
Township attorney Brandon Michael 
Grysko, were plaintiffs Canton Charter 
Township, City of Belleville, City of 
Romulus, Van Buren Charter Township, 
and Van Buren Township Fire Chief. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
is managing the removal of low-level 
radioactive soil from Lewiston, New 
York, a legacy of the Manhattan Project, 
the secret government project to develop 
atomic bombs during World War II featured 
in the 2023 movie “Oppenheimer.” 

Wayne Disposal in Van Buren Township 
is considered to be the closest licensed 
facility that can take the hazardous 
material, according to the Army Corps. 

The lawsuit was filed after a town hall 
meeting and claims by elected officials 
that they were in the dark about the plan. 
Members of the audience said it didn’t 
belong in their back yard.

VBT DDA agrees to give executive director a $5,128 raise in salary

At the regular meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 
Authority, the board voted unanimously to 
amend the proposed 2025 budget to give 
executive director Merrie Coburn a $5,128 
raise in salary. 

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara, who sits on the DDA, said 
everybody got raises in the proposed 
budget and so they want to raise Coburn’s 
pay up to where the last director was. 

He said when they hired Coburn they 
paid her less than retiring director Susan 
Ireland, but now they are very happy with 
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Coburn's work and they want to keep her. 

Her pay will be $90,000 starting Jan. 1, 
up from $84,872 for 2024. 

The 2025 TIF revenue is expected to 
be slightly higher than in 2024 due to the 
rise in taxable value and a slightly higher 
increase in investment income is expected. 

In other business at the Sept. 24 meeting, 
the DDA: 

* Heard a presentation from Aerotropolis 
CEO Christopher Girdwood on large- 
acreage township properties for sale. 
He said he is the township's "chief dirt 
salesman." He announced a $700,000 
grant from the state for site readiness 
and environmental testing for the 440 


acres north of Ecorse between Beck and 
Belleville roads. He said a house and two 
barns have to be torn down on that property. 
He also said a $100,000 due-diligence 
grant from MDEC for the 68-acre Racer 
Trust land for traffic counts and unlicensed 
landfill remediation. Also, he said the state 
is funding part of an intra-state charging 
network to support operation of electric 
aircraft “puddle jumpers” at Willow Run 
Airport. He said he is working with the 
township on water/sanitary capacity for the 
large township sites north of Willow Run 
Airport; 

* Approved an amount not to exceed

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Riggs Park grew from homesteaders to farm to part of subdivision deal

Peter Riggs received his large tract of 
land in southeast Van Buren Township by 
purchase from the government at $1.25 an 
acre in 1836, not by a land grant like many 
of the other pioneers. 

The Peter Riggs family can be traced 
to an unnamed ancestor who departed 
England as a stowaway on a sailing ship 
in 1665, about the time of the Black 
Plague in London, according to Van Buren 
Township's history book “Water Under the 
Bridge." 

Peter and his wife Harriet lived in New 
York and Pennsylvania during the first 
years of their marriage. Nine children 
were born to them during this time. Then 
they made plans to go west and settle near 
Minor and Clarissa Savage in Van Buren 
Township. Clarissa was Harriet's sister. 

In September 1836 they took the Erie 
Canal to Cleveland, then traveled across 
Lake Erie to Gibraltar, then overland to 
Van Buren Township, where they stayed 
with Clarissa Savage and her family for the 
winter. 

At the age of 58, Peter began the difficult 
task of clearing his land and built a home 
of rough logs to shelter his family. 

A letter from Peter dated Jan. 22, 1837 and 
found in a barrel in the attic of a relative in 
Waterloo, NY, detailed the first months in 
Van Buren Township. 

Peter Riggs harvested his first crops in 
Van Buren Township in the fall of 1838. 
He traveled to the water-powered mill at 
Rawsonville on horseback several times 
that year to have his sacks of corn ground 
into meal to feed his large family. With 
the sale of subsequent crops, the family 
prospered. 

In 1839 tragedy struck the Riggs family. 
Harriet suffered a paralytic stroke. She 
never fully recovered and the main burdens 
of both farm and family fell to Peter from 
that time on. It is believed Peter began 
construction of the family's permanent 
wooden home, directly across Haggerty 
Road from the log house, in about 1850. 

Harriet died in her new home in 1862 at 
age 69. She is buried in Hillside Cemetery, 
along with her huband Peter who died May 
5, 1863. 

The couple had a total of ten children and 
each went to raise families of their own. 
William built the brick home at 13320 
Haggerty for his wife Harriet Bull, who he 
met after his first wife died in childbirth. 

This brick home has continuously been 
occupied by the Riggs family for more 
than 100 years. Albert Richardson Riggs 
was born in 1908 and in 1944 married 
Anne Silvenis, who at the time was living 
in the first wooden house built by Peter. 
Eventually, the two lived in the brick home

built by William and raised their family. 
For many years, the extended Riggs 
family farmed a large area of southeastern 
Van Buren Township and its many family 
members built and populated the area. 

In the early 2000s, about 27 acres of a 
Riggs farm at the corner of Martinsville 
and East Huron River Drive north of the 
railroad tracks was deeded to the township 
for a park as part of a deal with the 
developers of Country Walk subdivision. 

Country Walk was designed to be the 
biggest subdivision in the township with 
536 units planned. Its Planned Residential 
Development (PRD) was first approved 
in 2002 and changed several times. The 
development has yet to be fully constructed. 

The 140-year-old brick home on the park 
property, called the Riggs Park Heritage 
Farm House, was built by Loren Riggs, 
a member of the pioneer family. It was 
marked by a cupola on the third floor, 
where family members could watch for 
the farmers coming home from the fields 
to eat. 

The township had considered making a 
mini Greenfield Village there and moving 
other old homes from the township to the 
site. Riggs Park and a walking trail was 
established. The township put a new roof

Toxic waste injunction 
tip of nuclear iceberg 


To the editor: 

We applaud our local leaders and the 
communities of Wayne County for their 
efforts to get an injunction to halt the transport 
of nuclear waste from the Niagara Storage 
site in Lewiston, NY (FUSRAP/Manhattan 
Project site). 

We are pleased they recognize that this 
material does not belong in a densely 
populated area, with over 100,000 residents 
within a five-mile radius, situated along the 
shores of the Huron Valley watershed. 

This region feeds into the Great Lakes, 
which supply 2046 of the world's fresh water. 
Shockingly, there are three alternative sites in 
remote areas with near-zero population — yet 
WDI continues to target our community. 

The hearing on this injunction will be heard 
in Wayne County Circuit Court in Detroit on 
Oct. 9 at 9 a.m. and is open to the public. 

The amended injunction 
and ongoing shipments 

On Sept. 23, 2024, Wayne County Judge 
Kevin Cox amended the injunction to limit 
it to only the radioactive waste from the 
Niagara site, following a request from Wayne 
Disposal. Consequently, hazardous shipments 
from other sites remain unaffected. As Avery 
Schneider, an Army Corps spokesman, stated, 
“We have resumed safely shipping material 
from Luckey, Ohio, to Michigan." 

And the issue continues to grow: Schneider 
states, “Nuclear soil and debris from 
Cleveland, Ohio, will soon be enclosed in 
‘burrito bags,’ transported to Wayne Disposal 
beginning in October 2024’” These shipments 
of radioactive waste further exacerbate the 
environmental risk to our community. 

A promise unfulfilled — 
lack of oversight 

In 2023, in response to the East Palestine 
accident waste coming to Wayne Disposal, 
Debbie Dingell vowed, *Our job, and we will 
deliver on our job, is to ensure that those we 
represent are safe. And that no one ever, ever 
again blindsides everybody the way they did 
on the delivery of this material," Dingell said. 

Sadly, this promise rings hollow today, as 
we continue to learn about new shipments 
only through vigilant media coverage.

Sumpter Twp. deprives 
citizen of his rights 


To the editor: 

My mind reels at the idiocy of our current 
township government. 

I would suggest the supervisor's office 
would teach their Secretary to stop 
involving themselves in offering legal 
opinions to people asking for information 
as this would include them in a potential 
law suit. 

Sumpter Township Ordinance 7.4 

No license to commence or continue a 
business shall be issued until the owner or 
operator thereof shall have first submitted 
an application to the licensing agent of 
the township on a form provided by the 
licensing agent for such purposes. A fee as 
prescribed by resolution of the township 
board (see Appendix B) shall accompany 
the application. Upon thefiling ofa properly 
completed application and upon payment 
of the fee, the licensing agent SHALL issue 
a license to the person to commence or 
continue the business designated in the 
application if the business complies with 
the terms of this chapter. 

The inspection that was completed was a 
continuation of the business inspection that 
was done in April and was merely verifying 
all of the repairs listed were verified. I have 
paid my fees as required. This does NOT 
give discretion to the township if all of the 
requirements are met. You are violating my 
rights under color of law. This has specific 
penalties by law. Title 42 Section 1983 

What this statue does in effect, removes 
the “cloak of immunity” to a government 
employee, officer or officials so that they 
become personally liable. 

AND, Title 42, Section 1985 (3) 
conspiracy to deprive a citizen of his rights. 
This assigns prison time. 

What this moron TIMMY the TYRANT 
and his cronies are doing are attempting to 
force me into compliance with the state. Of 
course, it's so he can pursue very profitable 
state building contracts (after all, he is only 
doing the state a "favor" and is in no way 
obligated to pursue on behalf of the state).

Excited to start their new lives 
together, they were married in Hawaii in 1989. 
David’s children meant the world to him. He 
spent many hours fishing with his oldest son, 
David Jr. He loved sharing laughter and teasing 
his daughters, Lisa and Katie. He cherished his 
time attending the Wings’ games with his son, 
David Claude. He enjoyed talking sports with 
his sons-in-law, Scott and Nick. 

Though David loved golfing, fishing, and 
tinkering, his favorite role was that as a Papa. 
He treasured his time with his grandsons and 
granddaughter. He enjoyed teaching them, 
attending as many of their sporting events as 
possible, cooking their favorite meals, and 
enjoying snickerdoodles. 

Friz was surrounded by many, many friends 
who he called family. He was known for 
making others feel loved and capturing the 
whole room with his stories and sense of humor. 
David was preceded in death by his son, David 
Claude Jones II; his brother, George Curson, Jr.;

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Dingell announces $50M to Cabot 
for battery manufacturing in VBT 


Press Release 

Congresswoman Debbie Dingell (MI-06) 
on Sept. 20 announced Cabot Corporation 
will receive $50 million from the 
Department of Energy (DOE) to build the 
first commercial-scale facility in the U.S. 
to produce critical components for lithium- 
ion batteries in Van Buren Township. 

The grant was awarded under the DOE's 
Infrastructure Investment and Jobs Act's 
Battery Materials Processing and Battery 
Manufacturing funding opportunity as 
part of a $355 total million investment in 
battery manufacturing in Michigan. 

“Our state is driving the next generation 
of auto innovation and technology, and 
there's no better place for this plant 
than here in Southeast Michigan. To 
keep America a global leader in EVs 
and manufacturing, we must ensure 
electric vehicles, their batteries, all their 
components, and their infrastructure are 
built here at home," Dingell said. 

"This investment will strengthen our 
domestic battery supply chain, create good- 
paying union jobs, support Michigan's 
auto leadership, and advance our transition 
to a clean-energy future." 

Martin O'Neill, Cabot Corporation, 
Senior Vice President, Government Affairs 
and Chief Sustainability Officer, said, ^We 
are grateful for the Department of Energy's 
support in selecting Cabot Corporation for 
this significant grant, which underscores 
the importance of building a strong 
domestic supply chain for critical battery 
materials in the U.S. 

“With the strong support of 
Congresswoman Dingell and other 
congressional leaders, we are confident 
this project will contribute meaningfully 
to the future of clean energy and drive 
sustainable innovation in Michigan and the 
US. 

“This funding accelerates our efforts 
to establish the first U.S. commercial- 
scale production facility of battery-grade 
carbon nanotubes and conductive additive 
dispersions located here in Michigan. We 
are excited about the opportunities this 
project brings to the state, not only in terms 
of job creation and local economic growth, 
but also in advancing the clean energy 
transition.” 

Cabot Corporation will build and operate 
a plant capable of producing an initial 


1,000 tons per year of battery-grade carbon 
nanotubes (CNTs) and up to 12,000 tons 
per year of conductive additive (CA) 
dispersions at a commercial scale to 
support the domestic lithium-ion battery 
supply chain. 

Conductive additives, including CNTs, are 
indispensable ingredients in battery within 
a conductive matrix. Without electrodes, 
connecting active materials conductive 
additives, lithium-ion batteries do not work. 
Cabot’s plant will be the first production- 
scale facility to manufacture and supply 
battery-grade CNTs and CA dispersions 
in the U.S., expanding U.S. capabilities in 
advanced battery manufacturing, reducing 
reliance on imports, and strengthening 
national security. 

The facility is expected to employ 
approximately 85 permanent workers 
and more than 250 tradespeople during 
construction. Cabot will work with 
the local government to sign a Good 
Neighbor Agreement and has signed a 
Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) 
with the North American Building Trades 
Union (NABTU) for construction of the 
facility and a neutrality agreement with 
the International Chemical Workers Union 
Council (ICWUC) for the operations of the 
facility. 

Cabot will also partner with local and 
regional universities, colleges, and trade 
schools to implement internship programs, 
support STEM career development, and 
promote training opportunities to develop 
a qualified and skilled domestic workforce. 

Cabot’s project will revitalize, retrofit, 
and restore a brownfield site in Van Buren 
Township and create high-quality jobs with 
competitive wages and industry leading 
benefits in a region where workers have 
experienced displacement from fossil 
energy jobs. 

The 68 acres in the RACER Trust site 
is at Michigan Avenue and Ecorse Road, 
north of Willow Run Airport and west 
of the GM Parts Center. RACER Trust 
stands for Remediating Auto Communities 
Environmental Response Trust. 

RACER Trust, which was put in place 
by GM’s bankruptcy spinoff, has received 
EPA permission to remediate the old GM 
properties.

schedule 1, 2, 3 drugs except for marijuana 
or cocaine, receiving and concealing 
firearms, carrying a concealed weapon, 
three counts of felony firearm, and allowed 
suspended/revoked driver to drive on Oct. 
4 in Sumpter Township. 

On May 1, she was sentenced to fines and 
fees of $1,966, two years of probation, and 
40 hours of community service. 

Robert Derek Jackson 
Robert Derek Jackson, 30, of Detroit is 
charged with carrying a concealed weapon 
and retail fraud on Sept. 18, 2023 in Van 
Buren Township. His warrant for failure to 
appear was canceled at his probable cause 
conference on Oct. 18. 

He waived his preliminary exam and 
Judge Martin bound him over to circuit 
court for an arraignment on the information 
on Nov. 1.

19, 2023 in Van Buren Township and was 
due for his arraignment/pretrial on Oct. 18.

The prosecutor said on 
Oct. 15 the defendant violated bond, came 
to the victim's home, attempted suicide, 
and was hospitalized.

Judge Martin adjourned the arraignment/ 
pretrial until Nov. 14. Bond is $10,000 
cash or surety. 

An aggravated stalking charge on Oct. 
16 in Van Buren Township was filed and 
at a hearing on Nov. 8 a probable cause 
conference was set for Nov. 22 and then to 
Dec. 6. Bond was set at $100,000/cash or 
surety. The original stalking charge had its 
pretrial reset for Nov. 22 and then to Dec. 
6. 

On Dec. 6, the defendant waived his 
preliminary exam on the aggravated 
stalking felony and it was bound over to 
circuit court for a Dec. 20 arraignment on 
the information. The final conference was 
set for Feb. 1 and the pretrial for Feb. 15. 
At that time the case was dismissed. 

The misdemeanor stalking charge was 
adjourned to Jan. 10 in district court and 
then to Feb. 14 when he pled guilty.
